The country seems to
think that Reconstruction should be settled
at onoe. We trast it will not be an angry
meeting. Onr friends will come full of ear-
nestness and purpose. They will feel, we
fear, a5 men who have been decgived. In
possing the bill, they listened to modarate
pounsels. We know what a struggle it oost
to induoce moderation. The struggle will be
ter now. Mr. Btevens and his friends,
who were defeated in the attempt to place the
military power under the control of Grant,
will make a bolder effort. We shall have con-
fiscation, perhaps, and land to the mnegro

did during the last session. We dread to re-
open this question, becaunse with it comes un-
certainty and unrest, feverishness, endless
and discussions.

or madness. Peopls who want farms wor
for them. The only class we know that takes
other people's property because they want it
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quwoun wrong Lo the Cretans, and reflects
dishopor on the great contracting powers of
Europe. Crete suflored her first great wrong—
a wrong oul of which all this trouble Isma
nrrung-—-whan she was handed over by the
allied powers to the Vieeroy of Egyptin 1830,
Matters were not mended when, after ten
years of misrule, she was restored to the
Ottoman Government in 1840. The majority
of the population are Greek and Christian,
Their sympathies are all with the Greeks of
the kingdom, their brethren by race and by
roligion. When the independency of Greaos
was guarantesd in 1831, Crote ought to hiave
boen included; and the negleot of the rights of
the Cretans st that time must romain & strik-
ing lllustration of the gelfish and unprinoiplsd
character of European diplomacy during the
first half of the nineteenth ocentury, It is
difficult to belisve that the European Govarn-
ments have been indifferent to the heroic
struggle which the Cretans have maintained
ngainst their Turkish masters during the last
twalve months.

Nothing, we have reason to belleve, but the
unsatisfactory condition of the Greek king-
dom has prevented them from jolutly insiat-
ing on the annexation of the island to Greece,
The Ionian Islands, so recently and so gens-
rously handed over by England to the Greek
Government, are, it is now notorious, relapsing
into anarchy and misrule. Greece, whatever
the cause, has hitherto proved herself sadly
wanting in _recuperative energy. It has not
been uniferinly and joiotly insisted upon by
the great powers that Crete should be trans-
ferred from the Government of the Porte to the
Government of the Greek kingdom, because it
has not been clear that Crete would benefit by
the change. It may be diflicult to say what
it is best to do with the unhappy islanders,
under the oiroomatances; but it I8 now no
longer donbtful that the time has fally come
when the great powers onglht to interfere
to prevent this unnecessary and wholesale
butchery.

ments. The Administration travelled to the
Worth Pole for the glory of anvaxation. Trade
began to revive, we looked eagerly for the
poming harvests to flood the country with
money. We seemed to be a peaceful people,
Wo believed in the trinmpl of reconstruction
in the South.

The negro accepted his now condition with
equanimity and patience, anxious to educate
himself for his high duty. We saw achieved
all that the most enthugiastio patriot ever
hoped to sea. Buccessful in war, feared by
the nations, victorious over a rebellion aided
by the sympathies of foreign monarchies, and
B0 serene in our triumph that we disdained to
dafndn it b
valor of a mﬁllun men eould only be satizfied
by a rope. All the blessing of triumphant

e seemed suddenly to fall npon us. We
ooked for a full Elactoral College in 1868,
and a President who, for the first time in
our history, was really the cholea of the
American people. We believe this might
have been done so awiflly, and so well, that
when Mr, Colfax called the House together
next December he would have found a full
Republican delegation from the BSouthern
Btates standing at the door.

The Insurrectionary War In CUrete,

Sinoce the extinction of Poland, through the
combined aétion of Russis, Austria, and Prus-
sla, no greater wrong has been perpetrated or
permitted in Burope than that which is now
being committed in Crete. No one can deny
the right of a government to strive to put down
yebellion within the circle of its own sove-
yeignty. It is not for us, after the struggle
through which we have recently passed, to
deny that right, It is extremely difficult to
determine how long the insurrectionary strog-
gle must be prolonged before the party in re-
bellion are entitled to tie support and proteo.
tion of the neighboring Btates and nations,
Four years of practical indepsndence did not
yeoconoile us to the thought of interfersnce in
any shape or form by other nations in favor of
the South.

We are not prepared, however, to oppose an
early assembling of Congress if the danger
which many profess to anticipate actually
| arige, If the President adopt the opinion of
| the Attorney-Uieneral as his rule of action in
the administration of the Reconstruction acts
~—if he reverse the procesdings of the Com-
manding Generals and reinstate in office the
persons they have removed—if by his orders
to the registers he confors the franchise upon
clnsses wslmm Congress has evidently intended
, to  digqualify—the interference of Congress
will be inevitable., If he treat tho Bouthern
Governments as lawful Governments and the
military authority as a simple police foree, in
direct contravention of the purposes of Con-
gress, further legislation will be requisite, as
well to undo the acts of the President as to
render the future interpretation of the law so
clear and decisive that no legal ingenuity can
affect it. In that case Congress will be held to
perform its duty, and no more. The charge
that it secks a pretext for multiplying the dis-
abilities and delaying the admission of the
South will fall to the gronnd. Its action will
| be vindicated as in harmony with its record,
and with the inflexible determination of the
States it represents,

A Eouslon of Congress in July,
Fyom the Herald.

There is now & probability of an extra ges-
sion of Congress in July. It is raported that
Senator Wade and the leading Congressmoen
and other Republicans with him in the exour-
glon party telegraphed General Bohenck, of

| the Congressional Committes at Washington,

to advise all Republican members to be present

in July, Other movements as wall in the Re-
publican parly and among its leaders show
that there i a desire, if not a fixed purpose,
to have a session at thst time. The object is
snid to be to remove all legal obstructions to
the reconstruction of the Rebel States, thus
evidently referring to the oflivial opinions of
the Attorney-tieneral as tending to obstruot
reconstruction. We think it very unfortn-
nate that the work of reconstruction, which
was going on well, and promising early resto-
ration to the South, should be retarded either
by the action of the military commanders or
by the legal quibl,-]inr; of the Executive.

It would be muoh better to have reconsiruc-
tion accomplished under the present acts with-
out any further action by Congresa, and by the
time Congresa would mmb?e in December;
but if there are obstructions in the way we
hope that body will promptly remove them.
Early reconstruction is the great necessity of
the country, Commerce, the industrial in-
tercits of the country, the mational finances,
political harmony-—all demand speedy restora-
tion. There is, however, another question
scarcely loss urgently demanding the attention
of Congress, and that iz in regard to the
national banks. The condition of these insti-
tutions, and the trouble they will bring upon
the country if permitted to exist, call for imme-
dinte attention. If there ba an extra session in
July the reconstruction matter can soon ba dis-
posed of, and then we hope Congress will pro-
cead 1o overhaul the national banks and repeal

the act creating them.
